CLEVELAND, Aug. 20.—(INS.) 
—Acting as a Jury on an attem pt 
to kill the city m anager plan of 
city government, Cleveland’* vol 
era went to the polls today to ren­ 
der a verdict on a charter amend­ 
ment which would return to the 
city the 
old 
mayor-ward-council 
form of government. 
The verdict which Cleveland’* 
voters return today is of particu­ 
lar significance in the history of 
municipal government*. It Is one 
that Is being watched with keen In­ 
terest In municipalities over 
the 
United States. 
A close vote of 
80,000 is predicted for today’s elec­ 
tion. 
A particularly heavy vote wa* re­ 
ported at the election commission­ 
e r’s office from 
scattered 
pre­ 
cincts early today, indicating keen 
civic Interest over 
the 
election 
and 
the possibility of a heavier 
vote than had been expected. Early 
morning balloting 
swamped 
the 
election booths, causing hurried 
calls to be sent for ald to relieve 
the congested polls. 
W hatever the decision of Cleve 
land’s electorate today. It will be 
a virtually certain 
"death 
sen 
teitce” for on* of th# two type*, of 
m unicipal government for Cleve 
land. 
Of 
broader 
significance 
than this. It is regarded by stu­ 
dents ef municipal governments. 
as a test that will exert consider­ 
able influence on the futures of 
these two types of city adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Today’s election climaxes months 
of em bittered campaigning during 
which both the city manager plan 
and the mayor-ward-council sy s­ 
tem have been laid bare and a t­ 
tacked from every possible angle. 
People of every class of life have 
been drawn into the open to either 
condemn or praise. 
Newspapers 
of 
the city have 
united to squelch 
the 
charter 
amendment while the proponents 
of the amendm ent—so-called rem ­ 
nants of 
Cleveland’s 
politically 
governed 
days—have 
called 
to 
their aid a strong political organ! 
zation. 
There is an element of uncer 
tainty about the outcome of today’s 
election due 
iarely to the activi­ 
ties of the anti-amendment forces, 
who have built up an untried pre­ 
cinct 
organization 
to 
make 
a 
house-to-house canvass and to es­ 
tablish 
personal 
contact 
where- 
ever possible. 
Amendment work­ 
ers discount the effectiveness of 
such an organization, however. 
Twice 
before 
during the six 
years of Cleveland’s city manager 
administration, 
charter 
amend­ 
m ents won 
which would 
adopt 
the 
mayor-ward-council 
plan — 
one in 1927 and again in 1928. But 
the margins in those two previous 
elections were narrow. In both In­ 
stances the city manager plan was 
saved from doom by strong wo­ 
m en’s organizations. 
As was the case in the two pre­ 
vious amendment 
elections, 
this 
third campaign was directed by 
Form er Governor Harry L. Davis 
although the 
petitions 
for 
the 
amendment were circulated this 
tim e by S. S. Danaceau, attorney, 
and Edward T. Downer, Cleveland 
college registrar. These three men 
became the three-D’s of the mayor- 
ward-council charter. 
Considerable re-alllgnment has 
taken place among the city politi­ 
cal forces 
over 
the amendment 
issue—factions have shifted and 
old party lines 
and 
differences 
have been broken or done away 
with entirely—making the election 
more interesting and its outcome 
more uncertain.

Another meeting of council 
will be held Thursday night when 
the m atter of erecting the station 
house according to the original 
plans or completing It according 
to the revised plans will be deter­ 
mined. 
Councilman A. C. Frost charged 
th at the fire station plans had 
been changed by the servlce-safety 
director without approval of coun­ 
cil. Moore, in defense of bis action, 
charged that council had provided 
but $60,000 tor the Improvement 
gad th at the structure and the ad­ 
joining nichey property could not 
be provided for the figure. Council­ 
man Fleming declared that Moore 
should hove consulted council be­ 
fore making any change in the 
plans which the municipal legisla 
tive body approved. Councilman 
Linden expressed the opinion that 
the building should 
be erected, 
omitting 
the 
proposed 
comfort 
station. 
City Solicitor Hoover explained 
that 30 days must elapse for an 
ordinance providing for the is*u 
ance of tem porary notes in anti 
cipation of tile bonds, would be 
come effective arui this would pre­ 
vent completion of the station this 
year.
